isa Bluder is in her 23rd year as the P. Sue Beckwith, MD, Head Women’s 
| Basketball Coach. The position was endowed in 2021 by P. Sue Beckwith, 

MD, one of UI athletics’ most generous supporters. Sue Beckwith was a 
four-year letter winner with lowa Women’s Basketball (1976-1980) and has 
earned three UI degrees; 1980 BS, 1984 MD, and 2015 MBA. 

As the all-time winningest coach in program history, the Hawkeyes have 
advanced to 20 postseason appearances (16 NCAA and four WNIT) in 22 
seasons, including NCAA Tournament berths in 12 of the last 14 seasons. 
Iowa advanced to the postseason in 14 consecutive seasons (12 NCAA and 
two WNIT) when a postseason tournament was held. The 2020 pandemic 
cut the 2019-20 season short, resulting in the sole missed tournament season.

ELITE EIGHT ¢ Samantha Logic (2011-15) 


Iowa clinched its fourth appearance to the Elite Eight and its first since 1993 
during the 2018-19 season; its first Elite Eight appearance in the Lisa Bluder Era. 
Iowa defeated 15th-seeded Mercer (66-61) in the first round of the NCAA 
Tournament before defeating 7th-seeded Missouri (68-52) in the second 
round to secure the second Sweet Sixteen berth for Bluder and her staff. 

The Hawkeyes advanced to the Elite Eight with a 79-61 win over NC State, 
before being knocked out by 2019 NCAA Champions, Baylor. 


SWEET SIXTEEN 


Bluder guided the Hawkeyes to their sixth Sweet Sixteen appearance in 
program history and the first since 1996 in 2015 and has returned twice since 
(2019, 2021). 

Iowa defeated 14th-seeded American (75-67) in the first round of the NCAA 
Tournament before defeating 11th-seeded Miami (88-70) in the second 
round to secure the Sweet Sixteen berth at home on Mediacom Court in 
Carver-Hawkeye Arena. 

It marked the first Sweet Sixteen appearance for Bluder and her staff. 

Iowa finished the season with a 26-8 overall record, a runner-up finish in the 
Big Ten Conference with a 14-4 mark, and a No. 11 nationally ranking in the 
USA Today Top-25 Coaches’ Poll — the highest for the program since 1995- 
96 (No. 7 in AP, No. 9 in USA Today). 

Iowa was one of 13 teams nationally to finish undefeated at home with an 
18-0 mark, setting a program record for wins at home in a single season. 


THE RISE OF CAITLIN CLARK 


As a sophomore Caitlin Clark was named Big Ten Player of the Year and 
earned unanimous first team All-Big Ten honors and added Big Ten 
Tournament MVP and Big Ten All-Tournament Team honors. 

Clark was named the Nancy Lieberman Point Guard of the Year and was the 
Dawn Staley Guard of the Year Award recipient — the first student-athlete to 
win the Dawn Staley Award in consecutive seasons as well as a finalist for the 
Naismith Award, WBCA Wade Trophy, John R. Wooden Award and Honda 
Sport Award.

capacity). The Hawkeyes have won 79 percent of their home games since 
the arena opened in January of 1983, and boast an overall record of 
447-117 in the facility. 
Iowa has recorded seven undefeated seasons in Carver-Hawkeye Arena, 
including a school-record 18-0 mark during the 2014-15 sez 
Not only is Carver-Hawkeye Arena superb for the players, but it is also an 


outstanding facility for the thousands of spectators who cheer the Hawkeyes to 


victory each game night with unobstructed views of the playing floor.

Hawkeye fans love to support their team, packing CHA for most games. Iowa 
ranked fifth nationally in average attendance in 2021-22, welcoming a total of 
139,813 fans. Iowa has been ranked in the national attendance top 10 each of 
the past three seasons with fans (2022, 2021, 2019). The No. 5 ranking is the 
highest in the Lisa Bluder era 

Furthermore, three of the top four nded games nationally, outside of the 


Final Four, were sellouts inside Carver-Hawkeye Arena: 15,056 — Iowa vs. 
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Michigan on Feb. 27, 2022; 14,382 — Iowa vs. Illinois State on March 18, 
2022; and 14,382 — Iowa vs. Creighton on March 18, 2022. 

Over the past decade there has been a number of renovation projects to one of 
the 25 largest university-owned arenas in America. The upgrades enhance what 
is arguably one of the top college basketball facilities in the nation. 

dition to a new hardwood floor, CHA added state-of-the-art video and 
audio equipment to make the student-athlete and fan experience even greater. 
A center-hung scoreboard that includes four large LED video screens was 
installed in 2016. Additionally, four auxiliary displays on each side of the arena 
were installed. 

The arena’s revitalization also extends into spaces used by the general public 
on game days, including renovation of select concessions and restroom facilities, 
and the creation of hospitality spaces combined with club facilities for fans who 
choose to participate in a variety of the new premium seating options. 

CHA also serves as home to Hawkeye wrestling and gymnastics, and has been 


the site of numerous concerts, commencements, sports camps, and other events.

MICHELLE EDWARDS (1984-88) 

A native of Boston, and a Women’s Basketball 
Hall of Fame Class of 2014 inductee, Michelle 
Edwards is one of the most decorated players in 
Iowa women’s basketball history. The 5-foot-9 
guard, nicknamed “Ice”, amassed a career record 
of 97-22 from 1984-1988. During her four 
years, Edwards led the Hawkeyes to three NCAA 


Tournament appearances and two Big Ten titles. 


In 1988, she was named the Champion Products

National Player of the Year, the highest honor in 
women’s collegiate basketball. Edwards garnered 
several other honors that year including being named a Kodak All-American, a 
Naismith All-American, a USBWA All-American, the Big Ten Player of the Year, 
and the University of Iowa Athlete of the Year. In her senior season, Edwards 
also led Iowa to its first ever national No. 1 ranking, along with a record of 
29-2 overall and 17-1 in the Big Ten. She paced the Hawkeyes, averaging 20 
points, 4.8 rebounds, 4.5 assists, and 2.9 steals. The three-time first team All-Big 
Ten selection is the only Hawkeye to have her jersey retired (No. 30). Edwards 
ranks high in several Iowa statistical categories, including third in career assists 
(431), fourth in career scoring (1,821), and third in career steals (235). She also 
ranks second among single season scoring leaders (621). Edwards -- inducted 
into the University of Iowa Athletics Hall of Fame in 2000 -- played in the 
National Olympic Festival in 1985 and was a member of the U.S. Select Team 
in 1986. In 1991, she was part of the United States Pan American Team, and she 
also competed in the U.S. Olympic Trials in 1988 and 1992. Upon graduation, 
Edwards played professionally in Italy for nine seasons before joining the 
WNBA during its inaugural year in 1997. She then spent three seasons with the 


Cleveland Rockers and two seasons with the Seattle Storm. 


FRANTHEA PRICE (1986-90) 

Franthea Price -- a 2013 National Iowa Varsity 
Club Athletics Hall of Fame inductee -- played 
for the Hawkeyes from 1986-1990, and in her 
senior season, she became the second Kodak 
All-American in school history. The four- 
year starter from River Rouge, Mich., had an 
impressive career at lowa, which began with her 


being named the Big Ten Freshman of the Year 


in 1987. Price was named first team All-Big Ten 
in 1988 and 1990, and second team All-Big Ten 


in 1989. In her senior year, Price earned the

honor of Big Ten Player of the Year and led the conference in scoring at 19.8 


points per game. The 5-foot-9 forward led the Hawkeyes in several statistical 
categories that year including scoring (21.2), rebounding (7.1), steals (2.9), and 
3-point field goals (47). A consistent contributor, Price scored in double figures 
in 34 of her last 35 games. She holds the school record for career steals with 321, 
and is tied for first for most steals in a single game with nine. Price also ranks 
sixth in career scoring (1,742), eighth in career assists (387), and 11th in career 
rebounds (726). Outside of Iowa, Price was a member of the U.S. World Junior 
National Team in 1986 and competed in the National Olympic Festival in 1985 
and 1986. In 1987, Price won a gold medal as part of the United States William 
R. Jones Cup team, and she was a member of the United States Select team in 
1989. Price also competed in the U.S. Olympic Trials in 1988. After finishing 


her career at Iowa, Price played professionally in Spain for several years before 
joining the WNBA’s Sacramento Monarchs in 1998. 


TONI FOSTER (1989-93) 

A 6-foot-1 forward from Chicago, Toni Foster 
was named a Kodak All-American in 1993 and 
was a finalist for Champion Player of the Year.

Foster played for the Hawkeyes from 1989- 
1993, and led the team in both scoring and 
rebounding for three consecutive years, a feat 
accomplished only once previously. A three- 
time first team All-Big Ten selection, Foster was 
named the Big Ten Player of the Year in 1993. 
She was also named the 1993 SportsChannel

Player of the Year. During her senior season, 

Price led Iowa in scoring (15.7), rebounding (8.2), and blocked shots (1.3). She 
collected 27 double-doubles during her illustrious career, including nine in her 
senior year. In Iowa's career statistical categories, Foster ranks third in rebounds 
(887) and fifth in blocks (145). She also ranks seventh in scoring (1,606) and 
13th in steals (167). Foster competed in the National Olympic Festival in 1987 
and 1991. When the WNBA was formed in 1997, Foster was the seventh overall 
pick and was selected by the Phoenix Mercury. She spent two seasons with the 
Mercury before joining the Seattle Storm in 1999 by way of an expansion draft. 


SAMANTHA LOGIC (2012-15) 

Samantha Logic, a four-year starter for the 
Hawkeyes from 2012-15, became the fourth 
All-American 
basketball history in 2015. Logic, the only 


consensus in Iowa women’s 
player in NCAA history to accumulate at least 
1,500 career points, 800 rebounds, 800 assists, 
and 200 steals, earned All-America accolades 
from the WBCA, Associated Press, USBWA, 
and ESPN after leading the Hawkeyes to their 


first Sweet Sixteen appearance since 1996

and the program's sixth overall. The Racine, 
Wisconsin, native was named to the Oklahoma City Regional All-Tournament 
Team after recording her sixth career triple-double against No. 5 Baylor (13 
points, 10 rebounds, 14 assists); the feat marks only the 14th triple-double in 
the history of the NCAA Tournament and her 14 assists are an lowa NCAA 
Tournament record. Success continued off the court for Logic, who was named 
a Capital One Academic All-American, won the Senior CLASS Award, and 
received the Big Ten Medal of Honor in 2015. She also earned three Academic 
All-Big Ten honors. Logic ends her career second in assists in Big Ten history 
(Samantha Prahalis of Ohio State is first (901)) and 11th in NCAA History. 
She ranks first in program history in career assists and starts (135), second in 
steals (260) and rebounds (922), and 10th in scoring (1,546). Logic led the 
Big Ten in assists in league play in each of her last three seasons. Her six career 
triple-doubles mark the second-highest total in the history of NCAA women’s 
basketball, and the most by any player as a member of the Big Ten. She recorded 
33 career double-doubles (third-most in program history), dished out double- 
digit assists 28 times in her career (the most in program history), and started all 
135 games of her Hawkeye career. Logic, one of 12 players in the country to be 
invited to attend the 2015 WNBA Draft in person, was selected as the 10th pick 
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in the first round by the Atlanta Dream. She spent a few months with the Dream 
before joining the San Antonio Stars. Logic is the second first round WNBA 


draft pick in program history and the 12th Iowa draftee overall. 


MEGAN GUSTAFSON (2015-19) 

Megan Gustafson ended her career as the most 
decorated Hawkeye in program history. She is 
the first Big Ten student to be named consensus 
national player of the year (Associated Press, 
ESPN, Naismith, USBWA). She was also 
named the Honda Sport Award winner for 
basketball and was one of three finalists for the 
Honda Cup. Her resume includes the Lisa Leslie 
Award, Senior CLASS Award, Big Ten Women’s 
Basketball Player of the Year, Big Ten Athlete

selection, Most Outstanding Player of the Big Ten Tournament, and consensus 
first team All-American (Associated Press, U.S. Basketball Writers’ Association, 
ESPNW). She was a Wade Trophy finalist, John R. Wooden Award finalist, 
and Naismith Defensive Player of the Year finalist. During her senior season 
(2018-19), Gustafson netted 1,001 points to become just the fourth Division 
I female student-athlete, and the only post player, to eclipse 1,000 points in a 
single season. The Port Wing, Wisconsin, native owns 16 Iowa school records, 
including career marks for points (2,804) and rebounds (1,460). Gustafson 
led the nation in five categories as a senior, including points per game (27.8), 
field goal percentage (69.6), total points (1,001), and double-doubles (33). She 
also holds conference career records for rebounds (1,460), field goal percentage 
(.657), and double-doubles (88). Gustafson’s No. 10 jersey retirement was 
announced in April 2019 and officially retired January 26, 2020 in front of 
13,420 fans. 


KATHLEEN DOYLE (2016-2020) 

Kathleen Doyle was named to three All-America 
teams, including Associated Press (third team), 
United States Basketball Writers Association 
(third team), and Women’s Basketball Coaches 
Association. Doyle was named Big Ten Player 
of the year by the coaches and media as well as 
first team All-Big Ten. Doyle finished her senior 


season in the top-50 nationally in five statistical 


categories, including sixth in the nation in total

assists (189), seventh in assists per game (6.3),

Caitlin Clark heads into her junior season as one 
of the most decorated Hawkeyes in program 
history.

Clark was named 
the Dawn Staley Guard of the Year in back-

HAWKEYE LIFE PROGRAM 

The Hawkeye Life Program is an all-encompassing 
life skills and leadership development model which 
seeks to enhance the student-athlete experience at 
the University of lowa. Hawkeye Life offers student- 
athletes educational opportunities beyond their 
athletic and academic responsibilities. The goal is 
to encourage student-athletes to get involved, to 
be civically engaged, and to take an active role in 
their personal and professional development. There 
are six pillars highlighted in the Hawkeye Life 
Program: Leadership, Academic Success, Diversity 
& Inclusion, Career Development, Health & Well- 
Being, and the Mid-American Energy Community 


Engagement pillar. 


ACADEMIC SUCCESS 

Student-Athlete Academic Services offers free 
tutorial assistance for all student-athletes in most 
general education courses and select upper-level 
coursework. Tutoring is provided in both one-on- 
one and group settings, and all sessions are located in 
the GALC. In addition, the Personalized Academic 
Support System (PASS) creates a customized 
academic plan to fit the needs of each student based 
on their academic profile. This includes tutoring, as 
well as meetings with a learning assistant, structured 


study time, utilization of campus resources, etc. 
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COMMUNITY ENGAGEMENT (SPONSORED BY MIDAMERICAN ENERGY) 

The Community Engagement pillar enhances the growth and development of student-athletes to become 
Hawkeye leaders and productive citizens. Service is an important piece of the student-athlete experience. 
Student-athletes participate in service projects throughout the academic year, including the annual Hawkeye 
Day of Caring, which marks its 25th year in 2023. 


LEADERSHIP 

The Leadership pillar prepares student-athletes to be positive role models, active citizens, and successful 
professionals. The lowa Student-Athlete Advisory Committee (ISAAC) is one way student-athletes develop 
leadership skills. Through high-impact leadership experiences and service to their team and community, 


ISAAC members are the voice of student-athletes on campus as well as on the B1G conference and national 


(NCAA) levels. 


DIVERSITY & INCLUSION 

The athletics department seeks to cultivate a safe and accepting environment for all student-athletes regardless 
of gender, sexual orientation, race or ethnicity. Through the Multicultural Focus Group (MFG), SAAS 
offers various programs that provide all student-athletes with opportunities to learn and understand cultures 
and communities that differ from their own. Two full-time staff members facilitate Diversity & Inclusion 
programming — the Assistant Athletics Director for Diversity & Inclusion and an Academic Coordinator / 
D&I Assistant. Through their work, and the hard work of student-athletes, four affinity groups create safe 
spaces for student-athletes to join in conversation — iHawks (international student-athletes), Hawkeye PRIDE 


(LGBTQ+ and allies), BSA (Black Student-Athletes), and HERkys (female student-athletes and allies). 


HEALTH & WELL-BEING 

The athletics department provides valuable resources so that student-athletes can understand the importance 
of and maintain both physical and mental well-being. A holistic approach is fostered by the department, 
which includes athletics and campus resources, offers students opportunities for counseling in Sport 
Psychology and campus mental health services, as well as overall well-being topics including nutrition, 
stress management, alcohol and drug education, sleep hygiene, emotional well-being, etc. The Health & 
Well-Being Outreach Committee (HWOC) comprised of athletics staff, administrators, medical staff, and 
student liaisons — facilitates programming throughout the year, and is a resource for coaches and student- 


athletes when seeking well-being opportunities. 


CAREER DEVELOPMENT 

SAAS, in collaboration with campus career entities, is committed to ensuring student-athletes are prepared 
for careers after graduation. Student-athletes will participate in career readiness programming that includes 
career and major exploration, financial literacy, resume development, professional skill building, networking, 
and experiential learning. The Hawks to Professionals (H2P) program, facilitated by the Assistant Director 
of Career Development, matches student-athletes with area professionals for job-shadowing experiences 


during the summer.

Barta has just completed a three-year stint as a 
member of the College Football Playoff (CFP) Selection 
Committee. He was appointed to the selection 
committee by the CFP Management Committee in 
February, 2019 and served a three-year term. He served 
as committee chairperson in 2020 and 2021. 

Since the fall of 2020, Iowa’s athletics programs have 
won 11 Big Ten championships, along with claiming 
the football West Division title in 2021. It is the most 
championships earned by the Hawkeyes in any two- 
year period. The Hawkeye football team posted 10 
wins in 2021 and earned yet another January bowl 
invitation. 

Hawkeye teams to have earned championships 
include women’s soccer (tournament); field hockey 
(regular season); wrestling (regular season and 
tournament); women’s basketball (regular season and 
tournament); men’s basketball (tournament); women’s 
gymnastics (regular season); indoor men’s track (two) 
and outdoor men’s track. 

Five conference titles, along with the football 
division championship, were earned in 2021-22 as a 
follow-up to six Big Ten championships in 2020-21. 
Six student-athletes were named Big Ten Athlete of 
the Year in their respective sports in 2020-21 as lowa 
earned its highest finish in the Learfield Directors’ Cup 
since 1997. 

In 2021-22, Iowa became just the second Big Ten 
school to have its football team and men’s and women’s 
basketball teams play in the Big Ten Championship 
Game since the football game was introduced in 
2011-12. 

Individually, Iowa was the only school in the nation 
in 2021-22 to have both a men’s (Keegan Murray) and 
women’s (Caitlin Clark) finalist for the Naismith and 
Wooden National Player of the Tear Awards. 

In addition, field hockey advanced to the 2020 
Final Four, football earned a postseason bow! invitation 
(game was canceled), men’s basketball reached the 
second round of the men’s NCAA Tournament, and 
women’ basketball reached the Sweet 16 of the NCAA 
Tournament in 2021. Soccer won its first NCAA 
Tournament game and the baseball and softball teams 
each placed fourth in the Big Ten, as did women’s tennis. 

The Hawkeye wrestling team won the 2021 NCAA 
Championships along with its Big Ten title, and the 
men’s track team placed 12th nationally at the NCAA 
Championships, its highest finish since 1967. 


2021-22 HAWKEYE ATHLETICS HIGHLIGHTS 
WIN 

Football: Jowa claimed its second West Division 
title with a 7-2 record in Big Ten games. The Hawkeyes 
opened the season with six straight wins, earning a 
No. 2 national ranking. After consecutive losses lowa 
won its final four regular season games and earned an 
invitation to the Vrbo Citrus Bowl. 

Head coach Kirk Ferentz has earned 178 career 
victories at Iowa and is the winningest football coach 
in school history. The Hawkeyes won three of four 
trophy games, with wins over Iowa State Minnesota 
and Nebraska. 

Three Hawkeye players were named Player of 
the Year at their position in the Big Ten Conference, 
including unanimous consensus All-American offensive 
lineman Tyler Linderbaum. 

Wrestling: lowa earned third place finished in both 
the Big Ten and NCAA championships. The Hawkeyes 
sold out all home meets for the entire season, leading 
the nation in home attendance for the 15th straight 
year. Jacob Warner placed second in the nation to lead 
Towa’s five All-Americans, while three-time national 
champion Spencer Lee missed the majority of the year 
due to injury. 

Men’s Basketball: lowa posted a 26-10 overall 
record, the second highest single-season win total 
in program history. The Hawkeye won the Big Ten 
Tournament championship for the third time in 
program history and the first time since 2006. 

Individually, Keegan Murray earned consensus 
All-America honors, was named Karl Malone Power 
Forward of the Year, and was a finalist for the Wooden 
and Naismith Player of the Year Awards. 

Murray is the sixth Hawkeye under head coach Fran 
McCaffery to earn first-team All-Big Ten honors in the 
last nine seasons. McCaffery has guided Iowa to 20 
wins or more in eight of the past 10 seasons and upper- 
division Big Ten finishes nine of the past 10 years. 

Women’s Basketball: Head coach Lisa Bluder’s team 
posted a 24-8 overall record. The Hawkeyes were 14-4 
in Big Ten play, earning a share of the regular season 
title. Iowa then captured the Big Ten Tournament 
title, winning both championships for the first time in 
program history. 

Sophomore Caitlin Clark earned consensus All- 
America honors after leading the nation in both 
points per game and assists per game. Clark earned 
Nancy Lieberman Point Guard of the Year and Dawn 
Staley Guard of the Year honors, while center Monika 
Czinano led the nation in field goal percentage for a 
second consecutive season. 

Field Hockey: lowa won the Big Ten regular season 
title while recording an overall 17-3 record, which 
included a 16-game win streak to open the season. 
The Hawkeyes were ranked No. 1 in the nation for six 
straight weeks and advanced to the Elite Eight for the 
20th time in program history. 

Head coach Lisa Cellucci was named Big Ten 
Conference Coach of the Year for the third straight 
year, becoming the first coach in league history to earn 
that distinction. 

Four Hawkeyes 


earned All-America honors, 


including Anthe Nijziel, who was named Co-Big Ten 


Player of the Year and Big Ten Defensive Player of the 
Year for the second straight season. 

Track & Field: The lowa men’s track and field team 
won the indoor championship for a second straight year, 
while placing second at the outdoor championships. 
The outdoor squad ended the season with seven school 
records and earned 10 All-America honors, including 
seven first-team honors. The Hawkeyes also won the 
Drake Relays Cup. 

In the indoor season Iowa tied for 18th at the 
NCAA Championships as head coach Joey Woody was 
named Big Ten and USTFCCCA Regional Coach of 
the Year while assistant Jason Wakenight was named 
USTFCCCA Midwest Region Coach of the Year. 

During the indoor season, Jenoah McKiver won the 
600-meter event at the Big Ten Championships and 
ran on the winning 4x400-meter relay team. McKiver 
placed second in the nation in the 400 meters and was 
named Midwest Region Athlete of the Year. 

The Hawkeye women’s track program saw four 
student-athletes earn first-team All-America honors 
during the indoor season and had seven individuals 
earn All-America honors outdoors. 

Baseball: \owa baseball posted a 36-19 record in 
2022, the eighth-most wins in a single season. The 
Hawkeyes were 17-7 in Big Ten play, tying for second 
place during the regular season. Iowa advanced to the 
semifinals of the Big Ten Tournament, winning three 
consecutive elimination games. 

Adam Mazur was named Big Ten Pitcher of the Year 
and was named second-team All-America by Collegiate 
Baseball. Outfielder Keaton Anthony was named Big 
Ten Freshman of the Year. Peyton Williams joined 
Mazur in earning first-team all-Big Ten honors, while 
Anthony and Ben Beutel were second-team honorees. 

Iowa’s pitching staff ranked in the Top-13 nationally 
in five categories and was the best staff in the Big Ten. 
The Hawkeyes set a single-season school record with 
609 strikeouts. 

Women's Gymnastics: Women’s — gymnastics 
once again advanced to the NCAA Championships, 
reaching the regional finals for the first time since 2004 
after placing third in the Big Ten. The Hawkeyes posted 
five of the top nine scores in program history. 

Sophomore Adeline Kenlin finished as the NCAA 
runner-up on the balance beam — the highest individual 
finish in program history. She earned first-team All- 
America honors. Senior Lauren Guerin was a Big Ten 
individual champion for the second straight year. 

Men’s Golf: Juniors Mac McClear and Ronan Kleu 
each earned second-team All-Big Ten honors, and both 
were invited to compete as individuals at the NCAA 
Regional championships.

¢ Student-Athlete Academic Services has sponsored the 
annual Iowa Student-Athlete Advisory Committee 
(ISAAC) Day of Caring for 23 years, with over 250 
student-athletes assisting area agencies with spring 
clean-up, landscaping, sustainability projects, etc. 
This service opportunity is in collaboration with 
United Way of Johnson and Washington Counties.

and Diversity & Inclusion. 2021-22 highlights: 

o Diversity & Inclusion — UI student-athletes 
totaled over 1,170 hours towards Diversity & 
Inclusion educational and mentoring programs 
during the 2021-2022 academic year. 

o Leadership — Dance Marathon Fundraising - 
$1,500 ISAAC alone. Also held a virtual “Athlete 
Hour” with patients and families of Dance 
Marathon day. 

o Community Engagement — UI student-athletes 
donated 2,665 hours of community engagement, 
resulting in an economic impact of over $76,000, 
with 58 percent of student-athletes participating. 
Local agencies and organizations who benefitted 
included Iowa City Animal Center, Ronald 
McDonald House, CommUnity Food Bank, 
Iowa City Community School District, and 
Coralville Central Elementary and Northwest 
Junior High School. 

o Career Development — Nearly 400 students 
attended career-related including a

(Hawks to Professionals) ICON page which 
allowed students to participate in virtual career 
opportunities during the pandemic. 

o Health & Well-Being — Created opportunities 
such as Hawk Identity, Go Green Mental Health 
Game, Hawks4Hawks peer mental health 


support group, De-Stress Fest featuring activities 
to reduce stress, MYPLAYBOOK TRAINING 
wellness educational modules for all incoming 
UI student-athletes, and Dog Therapy, which 


includes team pet adoption.

¢ In 2021-22, Iowa ranked in the top 25 in home 
attendance for football and men’s and women’s 
basketball. Iowa has led the nation in wrestling 
home attendance for 15 straight seasons.

He is regularly involved in National Association of 
Collegiate Directors of Athletics (NACDA) events 
and activities. 

From a state and local community standpoint, 
Barta has been a regular participant in numerous 
Chamber and Convention & Visitors Bureau 
initiatives during his tenure. He is a long-standing 
member of the UI Partnership for Alcohol Safety 
Committee and participated for several years on the 
United Way of Johnson and Washington Counties’ 
Board of Directors, including a term as chair. Barta 
also serves on the Iowa Sports Foundation Board 
of Directors. 

Barta earned a Bachelor of Science degree in mass 
communication and broadcast journalism from North 
Dakota State in 1987. He was an option quarterback 
for Bison football squads that won the Division II 
NCAA National Championship in 1983, 1985, 
and 1986. 

Barta, and his wife, Connie, have a son, Luke (24), 
and a daughter, Madison (22). He was born Sept. 4, 
1963, in Minneapolis.

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THE HAWKEYE NICKNAME 

The University of lowa borrowed its athletic nickname from the state of Jowa many years ago. 

The name Hawkeye was originally applied to a hero in a fictional novel, The Last of the Mohicans, 
written by James Fenimore Cooper. Author Cooper had the Delaware Indians bestow the name on a white 
scout who lived with them. 

In 1838, 12 years after the book was published, people in the territory of Iowa acquired the nickname, 
chiefly through the efforts of Judge David Rorer of Burlington and James Edwards of Fort Madison. 

Edwards, editor of the Fort Madison Patriot, moved his paper to Burlington in 1843 and renamed it 
the Burlington Hawk Eye. The two men continued their campaign to popularize the name and territorial 


officials eventually gave it their formal approval. 


HERKY THE HAWKEYE 

The Hawkeye nickname gained a tangible symbol in 1948 when a cartoon character, later to be named 
Herky the Hawk, was hatched. The creator was Richard Spencer II, instructor of journalism. 

The impish hawk was an immediate hit and he acquired a name through a statewide contest staged by the 
athletic department. John Franklin, a Belle Plaine alumnus, was the man who suggested Herky. 

Since his birth over 70 years ago, Herky has symbolized Iowa athletics and epitomized University life. 
He even donned a military uniform during the Korean War and became the insignia of the 124th Fighter 
Squadron. 

During the mid 1950s Herky came to life at a football game as the Iowa mascot. Since then Herky has 


been a familiar figure at Iowa athletic events. 


SCHOOL COLORS 
For 40 years Iowa was without school colors, but in 1887 a group of 50 seniors met on the steps of the 
Old Capitol to decide, what are now, the official school colors. They chose Old Gold, the color of lowa’s 


vast corn fields, and Black, for the color of the rich soil. 


SCHOOL FIGHT SONG 

The Iowa Fight Song was written in 1950 by Mason City, Iowa, native Meredith Willson. Best known 
as the creator of Broadway's “The Music Man,” Willson was awarded a 1963 University of lowa Alumni 
Association Distinguished Service Award for “setting the spirit of lowa to music.” The lively cheer is sung 


hundreds of times during Iowa athletic events during the year. 


THE TIGERHAWK EMBLEM 

When Hayden Fry was named University of lowa Head Football Coach in 1979, he wanted to change 
the Hawkeyes’ image from a team that posted 17-straight losing seasons to that of a winner. One part of 
that makeover was creating and introducing a new logo. Fry and the athletics marketing department held a 
campus-wide contest asking fans to submit their logo ideas. The winner — the tigerhawk designed by Cedar 


Rapids native Bill Colbert — has become synonymous with University of lowa Athletics.
